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RETAIL FURNISHING WAGES: AMENDMENTS PROPOSED 


Guaranteed Pay And Overtime Rules 


HE Retail Furnishing and 
Allied Trades Wages Council 
has issued a new proposal notice 
of its intention to submit to the 
Minister of Labour further 
amendments to the Wages Regu- 
lation Order. These amendments 
are contained in Notice R.F.A. (7). 
ETAILERS should note that as 
usual they are under an obliga- 
tion to exhibit a copy of this notice.

The proposed amendments to 


R.F.A. (6) would have the follow- 
ing effects:

It is proposed that overtime for 
work done on the weekly short day 
should be payable In respect of work 
done after 1.30 p.m. (rather than as 
at present for work done in excess 
of 44 hours) 

It is also proposed that where in 
the case of certain holiday 
retailers exercise the option to dis 
pense with the weekly half-day in 
the holiday season provided by Sec 
tion 40 of the Shops Act, 1950, over- 
time on the weekly short day shall 
be reckoned as double time,

(b) absence tor the whole or 
part of one day only (whether a 
long or short day) in cases where 
the worker's normal working week 
is six days, the minimum remun 
eration payable to be whichever 


is the greater of the following 

(1) five-sixths of the weekly 
remuneration; 

(1) payment on hourly 
basis for all the hours actually 
worked. 

Similarly, where the worker's 
normal working week is five days 
the amount payable would be four- 
fifths of the weekly remuneration o1 
payment on an hourly basis, which 
ever is the greater. 

Guaranteed weekly remuneration 
and overtime. The purpose of the 
highly technical legal drafting of the 
proposed amendment to Paragraph 
8 of the Wayes Regulation Order ts 
to make it absolutely clear that 
where the total remuneration (ex 
cluding overtime) is less than the 


guaranteed weekly remuneration, 
payment for overtime worked on 
Sundays, customary holidays and 
the weekly short dav (other than 
overtime on the weekly short day 
occurring during the Christmas 
period) is to be made over and 
above the guaranteed weekly 
remuneration 


Weekly Overtime 


This is in contrast to the position 
in respect of weekly overtime (or to 
overtime worked on the weekly 
short day in the Christmas period), 
where the obligation to make pay- 
ment for overtime does not operate 
unless and until the working week 
reaches 46 hours for adults. The 
standard working week of 46 hours 
is reduced in weeks containing a 
Bank holiday.

EAR Mr. Furnisher, 
ii Ihe Labour Party held its

These people have 
not the slightest conception of the 
colossal cost of distribution to- 
day the rents, rates, taxes, 
the salaries and wages incurred 
in buying and sales staffs, 
accountancy, handling and porter- 
age of the products, increased 
lighting and heating costs, adver- 
lising, transport, insurance, credit 
and all the rest. 

We have it on the authority of 

some reasonably large furnishing 
concerns that the margin on 
Uulity furniture only just pays 
for itself. In other words, if fur- 
niture alone were stocked, the re- 
tailer would barely pay his way. 
These people tell us, and we have 
no reason to doubt them, that it 
is only by also selling such things 
as bedding, which have a much 
quicker turnover, that a furnish- 
ing business can be profitable 
to-day. 
% «We are quite sure that the 
officers of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Furnishers have 
studied very carefully the latest 
edicts from Margate, that they are 
fully aware of the new-old dan- 
ger that threatens the life-blood 
of Distribution. We have no 
doubt also that they are making 
plans to bring the real facts of the 
case before the Government be- 
fore it takes a step that it will 
bitterly regret. for ever  after- 
wards 

But what we must institute is 
a long-term campaign to persuade 
the general public of the facts. 
Does the public really realise 
what it gets from Distribution? 
Of course it does not. It is in- 
clined to think of the retailer, 
like the Socialists do, as a man 
who makes a big net profit for 
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handing over goods he has just 
bought. 

The public must know the 

truth. And that can be achieved 
only through the solidarity of all 
retailers, not only you furnishers 
but distributors of all classes of 
goods. For unified bodies of 
traders are the only effective safe- 
guards against politically-inspired 
tactics which threaten their very 
existence—and which threaten 
the public with a breakdown of 
one of the most important ser- 
vices in civilised social life. 
* % We, on our part, look to 
the National Association of Re- 
tail Furnishers to put this story 
across forcibly. But they can do 
that only with the firm support 
of every retail furnisher in the 
country. That support they must 
have.

It seemed 
to remove the fear that entry would 
necessarily mean a_ purchase. 

Inside the store, near the entrance, 
crowds watched washing machines at 
work, noted prams, fireplaces, table 
and bed linen, paint, lighting equip- 
ment, appliances and radios. Then 
there came a voice over the loud- 
speaker inviting us to clear the door- 
way to allow more shoppers to enter. 
It said: “ Your dream house awaits 
you on the first floor. Smarts’ is a 
true ‘ walk-around’ store where you 
will not be pressed to buy. Will you 
please visit the Dream House now 
and keep the entrance clear to allow 
your friends to come in, too? ”

and, always, the fact there would be 
no pressure to buy. 

The best, we were told, was on 
show upstairs. This idea was obvi- 
ously to encourage the shoppers to 
come further into the store and, of 
course, it kept the gangways clear- 
ing regularly. 

Loudspeaker contact between store 
and customer is nothing new. The 
point that is new here is the method 
adopted. Instead of giving sales 
messages to those already in the store, 
it attracts the crowd outside and 
draws them in. It converts the pub- 
lic into prospective customers and 
ultimately into buyers. Admittedly a 
percentage come in from curiosity. 
But the more interest or curiosity that 
can be aroused, the better the pros- 
pect of selling. 

The doorless frontage is a_ vital 
factor in drawing these customers in. 
It creates the impression of an arcade 
where people can wander at will. 

But is this. traffic worthwhile? 
Well, I saw many young couples, 
housewives, and even families walk-

ing round, and their interest in all 
they saw was obvious. They, surely, 
are the most likely purchasers. 

The result of this policy has meant 
continuous work for the sales staff 
of Smart Bros. They have very little 
time to solicit business, being far too 
busy answering enquiries and actu- 
ally selling. 

The loudspeaker control is located 
in the office of the manager, Mr. 
Vinton, who personally checks on the 
crowded doorway and moves his 
shoppers through the store. 

The messages must be just right. 
A false approach, a too intimate 
commentary, mistiming of music and 
messages—all these things could 
quickly turn the crowds away in- 
stead of bringing them in. 

The interesting point of this ex- 
periment is that it proves that Sound 
can now be added to Vision as a 
selling instrument.

Suggested Maintenance Programme 


for Woodworking Motors 


( NE thing, often overlooked 
by furniture manufacturers, 
which is essential for  un- 
interrupted production is a pro- 
per programme of periodic main- 
tenance and inspection of motors. 

HERE are still furniture manu 

facturers who operate their 

equipment without regard to its 
lubrication and service requirements, 
but this minority are adopting a short- 
sighted policy 

The breakdown or failure of a 
single machine or motor can mean the 
slowing down and, in some cases, the 
stopping of a production line while 
necessary repairs are made 

The cost of such a_ breakdown, 
which may keep several workers idle, 
is usually more than the expense of 
following a definite policy of machine 
maintenance In most woodworking 
equipment, the only type of failure 
encountered is bearing failure, and 
this may he postponed through 
periodic lubrication and inspection. It 
is usually possible to detect a faulty 
bearing before it breaks down com 
pletely, and thus obtain a replacement 
and make the installation betore 
damage 1s caused 

Probably the most common failure 
in furniture factories is that of an 
electric motor. For this reason it 1s 
important to set up a schedule of in 
spection points and frequency of in 

Spections

Pressure containers’ eliminate 
the necessity of continually re- 
plenishing the normal syphon of 
gravity containers, and allow the 
operator to continue spraying for 
long uninterrupted periods, and 
assures high quality of finish 
through constant and accurate 
control of materials. 

Materials of heavy viscosity can be 
more easily sprayed, and distempers 
and cement based materials for work- 
shop spraying handled quite easily as 
these materials can be kept agitated 
in the container and sediment drop 
eliminated 

Most standard types of pressure 
containers are fitted with hand-paddle 
avitator gear, which ts simply a series 
of paddles or blades fixed on a centre

Pressure paint containers installed 
n any finishing department really do 
ave both time and material, and make 
working conditions much easier for 
he operators Spray finishes from 
pressure containers are much more 
uniform, especially on wrinkle finishes, 
and it has been proved that, by using 
pressure containers, a saving of one 
fourth to one-third of the amount of 
paint previously used can be effected, 
and production increased by from 20 
per cent to JO per cent

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Inner liners are usually obtainable 
from reputable manufacturers of 
pressure containers, and these prove 
invaluable when it is found necessary 
to use several colours on a job, and 
a considerable amount of time is saved 
when cleaning. 


After filling the container, make 
sure that the star nuts retaining 
the container head to the body 
are tightened down evenly, and 
sufficiently tight to obviate any 
leakage of air around the joint 
gasket; check also for leakage 
around quick-filler gap. 

Now connect one end of material 
hose to the material cock or outlet on 
the container head, and the other end 
of the hose to the material connec- 
tion of the spray gun 

\ length of air hose is fitted to the 
inlet side of the pressure regulator 
on the container head. This air hose 
will of course be taken from an air 
transformer or main air line. Another 
air line 1s attached to the air inlet on 
the spray gun, or if required a tee 
piece may be fitted to the pressure 
regulator on the container, and the 
secondary air line to the spray can 
be taken from this. The equipment 
is now ready to receive air pressure 

The pressure needed in the container 
will vary according to the viscosity of 
the material being used, and also the 
spraying position, such as spraying at 
various heights from the level of the 
container and the amount of material 
hose being used.

Bevels on Knives 
W ' JULD you please give some indt- 


cation as to how many times it 
is permissible to joint cutter knwes 
before grinding? We would also be 
glad of an opinion as to the correct 
length of the bevel on straight knwes 
To state the problem in another way, 
how far back should the knives be 
ground ? 

The knives, on the particular 
machine with which we are concerned, 
often become nicked at the edge and 
crumble. It has been suggested to us 
that this trouble can be caused by 
yrinding them back too far 
A a general rule, as little jointing 

and grinding should be done as 
is consistent with efficient operation 
and smooth cutting. This principle 
also helps to economise knife steel 
If the jointing is carefully done, it is 
generally permissible to joint lightly 
five or six times before grinding, but 
it must always be remembered that 
excessive jointing produces a heel on 
the knives which may tend to blister 
the work. 

The crumbling of the knives at the 
edge, also the nicking, would seem to 
indicate that they are being ground 
too far back. The most satisfactory 
rule is to grind them just far enough 
back that the bevel or heel does not 
rub on the work, as apart from burn- 
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ing and blistering the work, it will 
also tend to draw the temper of the 
knives. It must be remembered as a 
general rule that, in cases where 
shorter bevels are used, more frequent 
sharpening is necessary 


Positioning Table Swivels

In both these 
cases the remedy is obvious. If it is 
felt that the tempering is at fault, it 
will only be necessary to draw. the 
temper somewhat at the point at 
which the fractures occur. 

Frequent fracturing often results 
from permitting the chips to become 
clogged in the chisel. The practice 
of using an excessive amount of oil 
on the chisel has a tendency to cause 
the chips to gum up, and this condi- 
tion will obviously cause serious clog- 
ging

On a mortiser of the vertical type 
it is advisable to set the chisel with 
the chip-release opening either to the 
right or left, and to move the work 
accordingly, so that the chips have an 
opportunity to escape even when the 
chisel is well down in the cut. If 
the opening faces towards the front 
or back, chips are liable to clog and 
cause the chisel to overheat and crack, 
especially when cutting deep mortises 

Another possible cause of the frac 
turing mentioned is the all too fre- 
quent practice, in certain establish 
ments, of using worn-out bits which 
fit so loosely in the chisel that they 
tend to clog the cut. If this condi- 
tion exists the bit will invariably cui 
a somewhat smaller circle than when 
new and thus impose an added strain 
on the chisel. The head of the bit 
needs to be large enough to break the 
chisel cut into four parts, otherwise 
it will fail to work efficiently 

Under no circumstances should the 
bit head be permitted to rub against 
the cutting edge of the chisel, as it is 
almost certain to do if there is any 
backlash in the bit spindle or if it is 
set back too far in the chuck
